fieldpeces and certain other munitions,

At this ſiege, the Lozd de Pluueau

Frenchmen, and the regiment of fotemen 
of the Lozd Bricqueman the yonger, Not- 
withſtanding afoze he came there, the 
ſiege was raiſed, whereuppon they went 
tothe ſapd S. Meſent, to intercept the ar- 
tillerie:which in the end they abandoned, 
as hereafter ſhall be noted. 
- ThePzincesarmie being in the toũ⸗ 
frey of Verigueux was ſtill purſued, but 
karre off, by the tatholikes, neping on the 
left hand: The Pꝛinces ent red by com⸗ 
poſition within the town of Brant bome, 
they toke alſo two Caſtles in the ſayde 
Countrey, the one belonging to the 15y- 
ſhop of Perignenx, and therfoze common- 
ly cated the Biſhops caſtle, the other cal- 
led /a Chapelle, in which wer killed about 
two hundzed and thz& ſcoze men, wyth 
like numbꝛe of the popular ſozte with⸗ 
dzawne thither, and thereabout. * 
Upon the beginning of July,thePzin- 
tes army departed from the countrey of 
Perigueux dꝛa wing to Confluence 02 Confo- 
lane, a little towne vppon Vienne. Nears 
unte the which is a Caſtle called Chaba- 
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ney, then in queſtion between the vidams 
of Chartres 4 the Tod de Montluc: within 
the Caſtle was a companie of fotemen, 


therfozethe vauntgarde cam 


toke the caſtle by aſſault, putting the ſol⸗ 
dioursto the ſwoꝛd: The captaine onely 
was taken, who pzomiſed foz his ranſom 
twentie thouſande krankes, and withall 
to tàuſe to be ſent home M Peter Viret, 
miniſter of the Goſpell, taken pziſonner 
in the territozies of the Qutene of Wa- 
uarre: Che caſtle after it was taken, the 
ſixthiof Jul, was burnt to the grounde.

98 The ſecond Bool ofthe 
into their ſeuerall purpoſes, turned a⸗ 
way, and paſſing by: Zy-oſ# and Berry, 
came into T oxrame : Being at Locho, he 
licenced a great number of his hoz\men, 
to recreate themſelues ab2ode vntill the 
firſt of October, by which occaſion his 
campe ſo diminiſhed,as he had not about 
him of the Frenche nation aboue a thou;

dered-diligently where, and howe they

vppon the whiche they beſtowed certeyne 
Ueſelles and hoggeſheades to pauiſe 
their Motte.

After this long and vehement bat- 
terie, the L. de Guytinieres demaunded 
to ſpeake with the Pꝛoteſtantes, and vn⸗ 
der the honoure and vertue of their wozd, 
entred the Towne the foure and twentie 
day of this moneth , aboute two of the 
Clocke at after none, He laboured to in⸗ 
duce them to render the Towne, but the

Heran,gouernoz foz the Ring in Auergne, 

departing from S. Fhure, with certeyne 

Gentlemen of his trapyne, came to the ca⸗ 

ſtel of S. Salpice, wher knocking with ſome 

inciuill vehemencie at the poſterne, the

with certaine ſouldiers , and garded the 
Caſtell ) diſcended and ſimply opened the 
gate, to whom the Loꝛd de S. tieran ſapd 
he was come thether to beſtow garriſon 


in the Caſtell: the gentle woman anſwe⸗ 


red that this errand was without nede, 
becauſe that as the plate was already fur⸗ 
niſhed, lo her huſbande (as ſhe thought) 
would not admitte anp newe numbers, 
where with as ſhe offered to haue ſhut the 
gate ⁊ returne into the Caſtell, the Lozd 
S. Heran th2ult ſo rudelp at the gate, that 
the gentlewoman being thzowne to the 
ground he entred the gate by fozce vpon 
her, by whole ikrike oz crye , one ofthe 
houſholde ſeruauntes diſcended ſpedely, 
and ſcing his miſtrefſe vpon the ground, 
diſcharged his piſtolet, and hurt theLozd 
S. Heran thi the arme, who allo fearyng 
further perill, flong out ofthe poſterne, 
which immediatly was ſhut vppon hym, 
albeit he cauſed all, oz moſt of his troups 
to remaine ſtill afoze the ſapd Caſtell, to 
withſtand that no man ſhold enter till he 
ſent new foꝛces from S. © lou. whether as 
he ſpeedely repapꝛed, ſo he diſpatched from 
thence certaine numbers of fotemen fo 
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topne with the troupe her had left afoze 
the Caſtell, with charge not to departe 
till it were taken: P. de Sallians, to 
whome bothe the place and charge be⸗ 
longed, lay very ſicke, who in reſpec of 
bis ſmall ſtrengty hauing not aboue fire 
ſouldiers, and withall douting ſpedy ſut⸗ 
tours, made no great reſiſtance but pel⸗ 
ded the Caſtel by compoſition to haue on- 
ly their lyues ſaued , whiche albeit 
wasfaithfullypzomiſed, yet traiterouſly 
perfourmed, becauſe both her huſbande 
was killed, and ſhe led pꝛiſoner to Same | 
Floure, charged to be the onelꝑ cauſe of S. 
He Y ans hurt. 

Tbe taking of the towne of Ory lac, 
(whereof is ſpoke vefoꝛc) amazed greatly 
them of Auergne, wherefoze hauing gas 
thered people from many partes , deter- 
mined to beliege it , afoze they within 
tould haue meane to foztify them ſelues. 
And foz this purpoſe, the Lozde Roche- 
bonne gouernour of J and the graunde 
p2ye2 of Auergne, with their regimentes 
of ft men, came ta Harxllat in K oargues,

95 
cannons which ſhuld beſent from Rhodes 


to batter Orallac. In the meane while alſo 
the L oꝛd de Saint Heran, with no leſſe dis 
ligence aduaunſed at 5. fore the other 
tozces and alſo the Nobilitie of Auer ones 
whom her ſummoned lpeedely to repay2e 
thether : Albeit hearing in the heat of his 
diligence, of the Pzinces comming to Ar- 
gentall, he let fall his enterpꝛyſe. 

The men of Auergne fearing the pꝛin⸗ 
ces would ſcaſs vpon the lowe countrey 
called /a Lymagre,t ther to winter, in reſ⸗ 
_ pectof the generall fertility of that place, 
dꝛe w in troupes of paiſanfs x comminal⸗ 
ties into the ftraites of the moüͤtaines, by 
which they imagined the army ſhoulde 
paſſe , and there hewing downe greate 
numbers of tres, beſtowed them athwart 
the highe wayes to trouble the paſſage of 
the ho:llemen, 

The reſt of the countrey were beſfo- 
wed by the Lozde de S. Heran in townes 
and Caſtels, to the end they ſhould not be 
ſodenly taken: the pzinces beguyled their 
es, opinion as not paſſing y way,but directed

The Loꝛds de Mirabell and Foulques,

uc 
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ſuch experience + value, and otherwayes, 
if they would not embꝛace his Maieſties 
offer and compoſition, he would thunder 
vppon them all hys foꝛces til he hadde 
wonne the Towne. They aunſwered as 
befoze, that they would not render the 
Towne till there were a peace aſſured 
to the p2ofit 4 quiet of the whole realme: 
where vppon the King required to ſpeake 
with the Lozde de Verſonne, as well in 
cauſes concerning the Towne, as to ſends 
him to the Pzinces in the meane and 
matter ot peace: Mhereunto the Pꝛo⸗ 
teſtantes condeſconded, and ſent oute of 
the Towne the Lozde de Perſonne, res 
cepuing in hys pleadge and hoſtage the 
Lozde de Guyteniers . After the Ring 
hadde conferred with the Loꝛzde de Per- 
ſonne, they gre we to capitulat ions as

I thatby that meane tbe wape mygyht bee 
cloaſedfrom them of the Religion,beyng 
at + Angouleſme and Coygnac, to goe 02 
come to Rochell: Lykewpſe they of K- 
chell ſhould bee barde to ſende ſuccoures 
to them, 

The L oꝛde of Bricquemau laye all this 
whyle in the Towne of Bourg- dien in 
Ber, (as hath bin ſapde) by reaſon of his 
fickeneſſe : Daring whoſe aboads there, | 
his troupes made ozdinarie warre vppoit 
the garriſon of Cha#teax-ronx, vppon Ju- 
are, wherein the Lo2de of the place res 
teyned thze companies of fotemen foz 
the Catholpkes. There were often ins 
curſtons 4 enterviewes betwene them: 
the ſame continuing almoſte ſire werkes, 
in which tyme were killed of the one and 
other ſyde, almoſt two hundꝛeth men.

a window he bzake his leg and ſo was ta⸗ 
ken, dying within two dapes after: there 
were ſlayne in the towne at this ontrie as 
bout a hundzeth oz ſire ſcoze men, and 
within fewe dapes certaine miniſters ol 
Juſtice: Jncontinently arriued at Vier 
the Lozd de S. Romain bzother to the KL, 
de 8. Chaumont, ſent thither by the Pzins 


ces to gouerne in their abſence the coun⸗ 
trey of Languedochę, he had with bim in 


companye a great number of hoz\men, 
befides many that came to him as the 
Lozde de Foulques , with the troupes 
which he bzought from the camp. In the

The gentleman ſent'to Angouliſine fog 
uccozs vſed ſuch diligence as the L, de 8. 
Seuerin accompanied with. l. oz. lx. gentle⸗ 
men on hozlbacke, entred without let 5. 
Jean & Angely by y pozt Matra,the fryday 


being the. xviij. ol this month, which as it 
chaunced 
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thanncedcontrary ts the general opinion 
of the catholickes,ſo it amazed molt of all 
b L- de Guityniers, thinking nothing leſls 
than to go out of the towne againe:albeit 


ſeing in the friday mozning certain num⸗ 


bers of ſtraunge gentlemen muſtring in 
cöpanies about y town, he cyaunged his 
opinion and was fozthwith put out of the 
town w ſuch as entred with him not with 
ſtanding the coming of theſe ſucco2s::þ U. 
de Biron chmoned with þ L. de Villes at p 
gate of \yor:, wh as he ſUmoned to per⸗ 
fozm his pꝛomis to King in pelding the 
town, the day of cduention being erpyzed, 
ſo K. de Pilles told him that he had receined 
ſuccoꝛs, and therfoze diſcharged of his pꝛo⸗ 
mille to render p town, wherin 5 U. Byron 
caneled w him in that his reſcue came not 
from p pꝛinces, with perſwaſion alſo that 
he ſhould not ſtand ſo much on the help of 
fours 82 fine hozſes come to him, and ther⸗ 
upon cauſed to be read alowde the capi⸗

L. de Pilles was conſtant in his opini⸗

The hoꝛſmen ofthis ſally were led by 
captaine la Motte, who charged vpon two 
coꝛnets of hoz\men which were in garde 
on that ſyde to Vyort, whereof certaine 
were killed, and ſome loſt their ſtanderds, 
and one of their enſigne bearers led hurte ;

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| Not many dayes after this ſallie, the 
Catholikes remoued their Canons plans 
ted in the entrye of the Suburbs Aulus, 
and pitched them vppon the bꝛinke ol the 
ditche on the right lyde ofthe Caſtel, very 
neare the battered fo2t of the gate. There 
were in this batterie ſix Canons, beating 
as well within the entrey of the ſayd fozt, 
as againſt the Mall from it to the Ca⸗ 
Nel, which was alſo beaten with the o⸗ 
ther thz& Canons afoze ſayde, The Col⸗ 
uerins ceaſſed not alſo to thunder as well 
flankerwyſe as to the olde bꝛeache.
